THE BUDGET AND HIGHWAY IMPOSTS 


The Members of the Road Department take pleasure 
in dedicating this issue to the Members of the 1949 Legis¬ 
lature. To each and every one we offer our most sincere 
best wishes and fullest cooperation in the tremendous 
task that lies ahead. We recognize the tremendous need 
for increased financial help in the fields of health, con¬ 
servation, education and roads, and at the same time 
realize the magnitude of the problem insofar as finding 
additional sources of revenue for these increased needs. 
However, the Members of the Road Board, in spite of 
the difficulties and obstacles, have every reason to be 
optimistic about the accomplishment of the 1949 Legisla¬ 
tive Session. 

One of the bright spots in the overall picture of solving 
the State problem is the happy prospect of harmonious 
relation between the Legislative and the Executive 
branches of government. The people of Florida are indeed 
fortunate in having a group of men with well grounded 
knowledge of State affairs in both branches, and I am 
sure that with team work between them Florida can look 
for sound and progressive achievements in the 1949 
session of our Legislature. 

During the past few months the Members of the Road 
Department have had the opportunity of meeting with a 
great number of the individual Legislative Members, and 
it is from these contacts that our optimism arises. The 
members of the 1949 Legislature are men of outstanding 
ability, resourcefulness and integrity, and without excep¬ 
tion, among those we have met, they place public service 
above private interest. The Members of the Road Depart¬ 
ment look forward to putting our shoulders to the wheel 
in a spirit of cooperation with this fine group of men. 


Following the Budget Meeting in Jacksonville on Feb¬ 
ruary 28 and March 1, the Board adopted a Final Budget 
to control the Department’s operation for this calendar 
year. In approaching the 1949 Budget for the Road De¬ 
partment we realized that funds were limited, and in a 
spirit of fairness to all of the sixty-seven counties of Flor¬ 
ida we attempted to place first things first, and to 
prepare a realistic budget. We can reasonably expect to 
undertake all of the jobs budgeted during the calendar 
year. We believe that such a policy will pay dividends in 
the long run, and that during this current four year 
administration most of the meritorious projects will be 
executed. On page 37 of this issue is a report on high¬ 
way user impost collection and distributions for 1948. 
In most states practically all such imposts are used for 
highway support. A reference to the report, page 37, will 
reveal that approximately 36% of such imposts in this 
state is diverted to non-highway use. This helps to explain 
why our pressing highway needs cannot be met, even 
though State taxes on motor vehicle operations are com¬ 
paratively high.

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State Improvement Commission Appointees 


Governor Warren last month 
named the three appointive members 
of the State Improvement Commis¬ 
sion, on which the Governor and the 
Chairman of the Road Department 
serve as ex-officio members, and the 
Board selected its Secretary-Director 
and Director of Aviation to serve 
under the Warren Administration. 

The new members are: J. A. B. 
Broadwater, Jacksonville industrial¬ 
ist, Dodge Taylor, Howey-in-the- 
Hills citrus grower, and Joe N. Mor¬ 
ris, Miami attorney and hotel owner. 
The resigned Caldwell appointee 
they replace, whose terms would 
have expired in June, are, respec¬ 
tively: George W. Gibbs, Jackson¬ 
ville shipyard operator, R. L. Banner- 
man, Tallahassee road contractor and 
material supply man, and H. H. Bas¬ 
kin, Clearwater attorney and former 
Road Department Secretary. 

At its organization meeting the 
Board selected Dodge Taylor as 
Chairman and Alfred A. McKethan, 
Chairman of the Road Department, 
as Vice-Chairman. Walter E. Keyes, 
former Field Representative of the 
U. S. Office of Education was se¬ 
lected as Secretary-Director, replac¬ 
ing C. H. Overman, West Florida 
lumberman, and Waldron F. (Wally)

Schanz, charter plane operator of 
Howey-in-the-Hills, was appointed 
Aviation Supervisor, succeeding Wil¬ 
liam C. Lazarus of Orlando. 

Members of the Improvement Com¬ 
mission Board serve without pay ex¬ 
cept for expenses. The Commission 
was created for the purpose of plan¬ 
ning and facilitating the construc¬ 
tion, maintenance and operation of 
self-liquidating public works and 
buildings and to serve as the state 
agency for aviation and navigation. 

Road building programs in thir¬ 
teen counties financed by $8,400,000 
of State Improvement Commission 
revenue certificates pledging surplus 
gas tax, and the new Caldwell Build¬ 
ing housing the Industrial Commis¬ 
sion, are examples of public projects 
facilitated by the Commission.

The 326 foot bridge replaces a ferry operated between 
Steinhatchee in Taylor County and Jena in Dixie County. 


The two counties contributed $1500 each to help finance 
the project. It was completed on February 12, just three 
days before the ceremony 7 . 

The substructure work was contracted by the S. F. 
McKenzie Company for $14,076.50, on April 13, 1948 and 
started July 26. This construction consisted of driving 
railroad rails into the rock bottom of the stream bed as 
a foundation for piers made of concrete-filled and capped 
metal culverts. 

The superstructure was constructed by State forces. 
It consisted of placing four 50’ steel Bailey bridge sec¬ 
tions as approach spans and a steel swing span of 126 
feet. The Bailey bridge sections were acquired as war 
surplus from the Federal Government and the swing 
span which provides a 50 foot channel opening was moved 
from previous service over the Apalachicola River at 
Scotts Ferry.

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1948 Highway Imposts and Where They Went 


Motor Vehicle impost collections 
for Florida continued to increase in 
1948. The total was $64,767,000 
against $58,994,000 in 1947, an in¬ 
crease of 9.8 percent. Motor Vehicle 
license fees reflected the largest pro¬ 
portionate increase, with net 1948 
collections of $17,340,000, compared 
to $15,382,000 for the previous year, 
a gain of 12.7 percent. 


The table below shows the types 
and amount of motor vehicle impost 
collections, and the distribution of 
such funds. The significant facts re¬ 
vealed in the distribution table is the 
high proportion of collections di¬ 
verted to non-highway purposes. The 
only items under the net distribution 
which may be considered as support¬ 
ing highways are:

Highway Patrol 1.7% 

State Road Department 43.8% 


Total 60.1% 


Collection expense accounted for 
4.1% of the total, which leaves 35.8% 
diverted to non-highway uses. This 
compared with a national average of 
9% diverted if Florida is included, 
or about 6% for the other 47 states.

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COUNTY ACTIVITIES and PERSONALITIES 


Sarasota County Commissioners have 
created a county road department un¬ 
der the supervision of a county engi¬ 
neer. The centralization plan provides 
for county-wide use of equipment, use 
of the county barn as a central storage 
building, maintenance of an emergency 
labor crew and the hiring of a skilled 
mechanic.
